Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The closest prior art if found in applicant's prior US Patent 5,674,481 and US 
Patent 5,468,488 which claim a nasal application product for restricting the flow of 
airborne contaminants and a method of restricting the flow of such contaminants, 
respectively, by creation of an artificial electrostatic filed near the human nose, wherein 
the product consists essentially of a) a plurality of masses of one or more electrostatic

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polymers; and b) topical carrier having said plurality of masses dispersed through a 
portion thereof. However, while poly(dimethyl diallyl ammonium chloride) is disclosed as 
for its use as an electrostatic polymer, it is not claimed, and it is found in amounts less 
than 10% (see Examples 1-3; columns 5-6).
